W ashington, July 27th.—Unofficial state­

THE NEW YORK PRODUCE EXCHANGE. 
N ew York, July 27th.—A ta la-ge meet­ 
ing of the Produce Exchange to-day, a pro­ 
position to appoint a committee to or.force 
better telegraphic service, and to inquire into 
some mode by which the existing difficulties 
between the telegraph companies and their 
employes could be adjusted, was tabled. A 
proposition looking to arbitration was also 
tabled, and a motion of sympathy with the 
strikers ruled out of order. 
The Exchange adopted a resolution to 
notify the Western Union Telegraph Com­ 
pany that if the telegraph eervica is not im­ 
proved the Exchan.,e will withdraw from its 
contract, and also confer with other Ex­ 
changes, with a view to building a line of 
their own. 
A HANDSOME BENEFIT. 
Baltimore, July 27th.—A concert at the

NO C0MFR0MI3B. 
Baltimore, July 27th.—The following au­ 
thorized statement is made to the Associated 
Press : It is authoritatively stated by the 
executive cfficors of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Telegraph Company this afternoen that ths 
rumors regarding a compromise by that com­ 
pany with the Brotherhood of Telegraphers

none contemplated. 
CHEEK or THE WESTERN UNION. 
N ew Y ork, July 27‘h.—Regarding the 
bulletins issued fcy the Western Union, as 
suming to show the condition of its service, 
the H era ld , after quoting the latest bulletin, 
says: Toere is a general appearance about 
this which is very refreshing. It would make 
it seem that the telegraph service is re-estab­ 
lished, but such is not the fact. 
The wires 
are O. K , it is said. 
So are the poles. 
But 
the offices, except in the principal cities and 
large towns, are practically closed. The wires 
have 
been disconnected privately from 
numerous villages, and although messages are 
still accepted there by the company’s receiv­ 
ers, they are sent by hand to the nearest city 
where the wires are still working irregularly, 
and where they ratut, after their jauraev, 
wait their turn. The pubiio should under­ 
stand this. 
The W ork of D redging O ut llie 1-ntomac 
Flats. 
W ashington, July 27th.—The work of 
dredging out the Potomac flits has, owing to 
the difficulties encountered, been ecarcely 
commenced, in spite of the fact that seven 
months hove been expended of the nine 
months’ time allowed by the contract. Up 
to .Tune 30th but 100,000 of tho nearly 130,­ 
006 cubic yards of earih called for had been 
dredged and filled in on thr fi vie. 
Much of 
the time wrs lost in the early months through 
cold weather, the icj in the river serioudy 
interfering wi h the work. 
This time will 
probably be allowed the contractors after 
September 15:h, when their time expires, bnt 
the princip 1 delay has been c iueed by diffi­ 
culties encountered at the bottom of the river. 
The previous dredgiog had developed nothing 
but soft mud, but large bowlders aud hard 
sand and clay have been met with in the 
course of the work. 
The Labor Q uestion In Sonfli C arolina. 
C harleston, July 27th.— A t the joint 
summer meeting of the State Grange and 
Agricultural Society, now in session 
at 
Marion, S. C., there was an animated dis­ 
cussion yesterday of the subject, “ How is 
the supply of labor to be maintained V' Sen­ 
ator Butler took the ground that the labor of 
the State was becoming more unsettled every 
year, aud that at uo time since the war had 
negro labor been more unreliable and worth­ 
less than now. 
He wanted to supply their 
places With Mormon laborers, and said that 
200,000 negro laborers could be safely spared. 
He wanted them to go to Kansas, Indiana, or 
anywhere else, and thou ;hU that nothing so 
greatly impede! the progress of this State as 
the superabundance of cheap negro labor. 
His views were warmly opposed, some of tho 
speakers showing that his conclusions were 
erroneous, the production of cotton having 
increased 150 per cent, in the State under the 
present Bupply of labor, and other crops in 
proportion, 
RrutM M urderer Captured. 
O m a h a , July 27tb.—A dispatch received 
indicates that Sheriff Miller baa captured in 
Minnesota the murderer named Shears, who 
early on the morning of July 5th ¿¡ led 
Marti» Knight in this city. On July 4th 
three brickyard workman, named Ed. Shears, 
Alexander Shotto and Martin Knight had a 
playful sevffl i at their boarding-house, which 
ended iu an earnest fight, in which Knight 
came out ahead. Shear* swore vengeance, 
although but little attention was paid to his 
threats. He came up town, and remained 
nearly all night with his mistress, and about 
3 o’clock left, telling her that he was going 
to get even with Knight. Returning to his 
boArdicg-house 
at 
4 o’clock, he crept 
stealthily 
into 
Knight’s 
room, 
where 
Koight was Bound 
asleep. 
He immedi­ 
ately commenced pounding him with a heavy 
club, inffictimg some terrible blows and 
wonnds about tbe head and face. Knight’s 
screams aroU3“d the household, who also 
heard the blows, and one or two persons 
rushed up to Knight to see what the matter 
wu», while others, frightened, ran out of the 
house. 
Shears also ran out of the house and 
stoi d near the well, when Knight, who wss 
dazed by the pounding, staggered to the door, 
evidently attempting to get at his assailant, 
when Shears, who was not more than twenty 
f el distant, said: “ Now, you — of a —, 
I’ll kill yon,” and firing a revolver he inflicted 
a fatal wound in Knight’s abdomen. He 
then fled, making his escape. 
Knight died 
the next day. 
Sher’ff Miller has ever since 
been hunting for the murderer. 
Shooting Affray in N ebraska. 
Omaha, July 27th.—A t Sydney, yesterday, 
a shooting affray occurred between Henry 
P.vynor and H. Ricke’s. The trouble arose 
over the elopement of Rioket’s daughter, 
some weeks ago, with Raynor, who married 
the girl. Rickets yesterday morning deter­ 
mined to separate them, and succeeded in 
getting his daughter away from Raynor and 
was about to put her on the train and send 
her to Cheyenne. Raynor, however, learned 
of it and ran to the depot and tried to recap­ 
ture his wife, and then the two men began 
shooting, the result being that Raynor had 
one finger Bfcot t ff and Rickets was killed. 
Raynor was arrested, 
rro p o setl Jap an ese E xhibit. 
Boston, July 27th.—The Japanese Consul 
at New York, acjompani-d by Herrnie Stn- 
gio and an interpreter, called upon the Secre­ 
tary of the foreign exhibition in this city to­ 
day and arranged for an exhibit to be sent by 
the Government of Japan. 
Tbe collection, 
which wi'l comprise silks and silk fabrics, 
and every product for which Japan is famous, 
will cover 500 square feet of space. Tne 
goods have left Japan, and a special Commis­ 
sioner has been appointed by the Japanese 
Government aiso. The Commiseioner is on 
his way to Boston.

Iu 186(5 it was 
bnnght into New York by a perfectly 
healthy woman, a nuríft at Ward’s Isla-.;’, 
who visited quarantine, and returning to tho 
Island carried the germs of the disease with 
her in her clothing.

Destroyer had another trial in a rough sea at 
Sardy Hook yesterday. The tests wore made 
by firing at a target of net work dropped into 
the sea 100 yards fiom the Destroyer.

The Bald Mountain mine, in Sierra 
connty, in a week’s run produced ninety- 
four ounces of gold. 
One hundred thousand dollars is said to 
have been taken out of tbe Rainbow mine, 
Sierra county, during the

days. 
Tne quartz of Shasta, placer and gravel 
of Trinity, placer, quartz and river mining 
of Siskiyou, indicate a great future in re­ 
serve for those qonnties. 
Some ten or twelve miners at work in 
Lytle creek canyon, some twelve miles 
above tbe Glenn ranch, San Bernardino 
county, are reported doing well.

On Saturday, as the chain-gang were at 
work on First street near the residence of 
Mrs. Franklin, clearingthe foxtail from the 
sidewalk, one of the men noticed that a 
slight excavation had been recently made 
near the fence, and looking closely at it, 
discovered th at in all probability a consid­ 
erable amount of buried treasure had been 
taken from tbe ground at that place.

The Cholera Uorror. 
A l e x a n d r ia . July 27ch.—Teniilt Pas! a, 
Khedive of E^ypt, was stricken with ihe 
cholera yesterday afternoon. 
Hi* physician 
pronounced him in a critical condition. 
Fifty-iiiiht deaths occurred at Gfcizeh yes­ 
terday, 47 at Chivin, 20 at Meballe. 50 at 
Tantah, 12 at Mansurab, and 25 at Katree 
The number of deaths from cholera at 
Gairo yesterday was 11. A Bri:i*h Lieu­ 
tenant and some soldiers su -cambad to the 
disease. 


L o n d o n, July 27th.—In the House of 
Commons to-day. Cross, Under Secretary for 
India, stated that 1,161 deaths from cholera 
occurred in Bombay presidency during the 
first week in June. 
The individual in London dock who, it is 
paid, has the cholera, was taken ill Wednes­ 
day. 
The case of euppcsed cinder» was re­ 
ported from Wales aud received at Biaufyll- 
ing. 
It re*ulted in death twenty-four hours 
after the victim was taken. 
Acother case, 
supposed to have been cholera, happened at 
Kensington a few days ago. The victim, 
who wa* a druukcrd, died two hours after 
being taken ill, Tne cfficers of the local 
Board of Health do not teliev9 that the 
isolated case* iinpiy an outbreak of Asiatic 
cholera. Several deaths from this disease oc­ 
cur in Loudon weekly at this season of the 
year, which are classified as cholera, but 
which are difficult to distinguish from aggra­ 
vated diarrhea. 
Precautions have been taken at Glasgow to 
prevent the introdnction of cholera. 
L o n d o n, July 27tb.—Officers here say they 
know nothing of any deaths from cholera in 
the London barracks. 


A l e x a n d r ia , Jnly ’27l:b.—The Khedive is 
suffering from a slight soreness of tbe throat. 
It having been learned that his Majesty wa* 
ailing, caused reports to be sent abroad that 
he was suffering from an attack of cholera, 
but inquiry tuade at the palace as to ths truth 
of the story elicited the fact that he had no 
symptoms whatever of that disease. 
No Gronnd for Further Proceedings. 
L o n d o n , July 27th.—Iu the Jewish trial 
at Nyireeyhaza, Hungary, the public prose­ 
cutor said there was no ground for further 
criminal proceedings against the prisoner?, 
and left the matter in the hands of the Court. 
The Egyptian W ar Expenses. 
L o n d o n, July 27ih.—In the House of Com­ 
mons to-night the motion by Oaslow (Con­ 
servative), expressing regret that part of the 
cost of the Egyptian war had been charged 
to India, was rejected—210 to 55. 
Before the 
vote was taken, Gladstone explained that it 
the motion was adopted the Government 
wonld tefign, adding aside that he did not 
know whether he should personally regret it 
if the motion passed. 
The remark caused 
much oomment. 
Germany and Turkey. 
C o n s t a n t in o p l e, July 27ch.—It is re­ 
ported that Germany refused to conclude a 
treaty admitting Turkey to the triple alli­ 
ance, but has promised assistance should the 
Porte appeal for aid or protection. 
Increased Duty on Tobacco.

Tobacco shipped before the bid was intro­ 
duced is exempted from l ha new duty. 
Regulation Abolished. 
M a d r id , July 27ob.—The regu'ation re­ 
quiring the inspection of vessels arriving at 
Spanish ports from England has been abol­ 
ished.

A Laredo (Mex.) special says: It is re­ 
ported in Monterey tbat the Spanish Minis­ 
ter to Mexico had been recalled, and that a 
serious rup’nre between the two countries 
was possible. 
The Spanish merchants in 
Monterey are very apprehensive. While not 
anticipating war, they look for serious com­ 
mercial trouble.

Toe department clean­ 
ing made a strong fight in their favor, 
but it was all to no purpose. 
An Eastern metropolitan journal says in 
relation to latest fashions : A dressy cos­ 
tume for a young lady is a long, full polo­ 
naise of delicately stamped mull, or mous- 
seline des Indes, open in front over a skirt 
of striped changeable ecru silk. 
Floating 
ribbons from the throat and waiBt are all 
the trimming necessary. 
Shirred panniers, alwayB an ugly fashion, 
have died a natural death, as so many of 
the extreme fashions do. 
They are too 
loud and obviously in bad taste. 
The 
best dressed people never adopt anything 
■o out of the way. There is variety enough 
nowadays to suit everybody without adopt­ 
ing anything conspicuous or startling. 
W ith the exception of diamonds, both 
real atones and imitations, which Ameri­ 
cans persist in wearing in and ont of sea­ 
son, fancy articles both in gold, silver and 
other metals, made up in a variety of taste­ 
fully executed designs, are all the fashion. 
Arrows, deftly fastened in the ears, are 
very pretty as earrings, if they can be 
called 6ucb.

Buttons have quite gone out of fashion, 
and waists are fastened with hooks and eyes 
and frogs or handsome passamenterie orna­ 
ments, either the same shade as the dress 
or a contrasting hue. 
Plastron is the 
French came for the larger ornaments, and 
three of these are usually sufficient. These 
ornaments are not UBed for any part of the 
dress except the corsage. 
Occasionally 
braided dresses are seen with the corsage 
or back even quite elaborately covered with 
braid. 
An effort has been made to introduce 
puff sleeves on thin dresses, mnlls, for in­ 
stance, or cambrics, particularly for the 
morning. 
If the effect is harmonious, a 
sort of puffed veBt might be introduced ;

Household Jottings. 
Ceilings that have been smoked by a 
kerosene lamp shonld be washed off with 
Boda v ater. 
To make corn-Btarch cake, take three 
eggB, one cup of Bugar, one-half cup of 
sw eet milk, one eupof butter, one-half cup 
of flour, one cup of corn-starch, one tea­ 
spoonful of baking-powder. 
A pretty heading for the top of a muslin 
curtain is made by hemming each edge of 
a strip of muslin and gathering it in two 
places so that there shall be a puff in the 
center and a ruffle on each edge. 
For washing hands that have become 
cracked or blackened, there is nothing 
better than Indian meal rnbbed on with 
the soap. 
It not only removes the dirt, 
but softens and whitens the hands as well. 
For men or boys doing farm or shop work 
it is excellent, and should be kept always 
at hand. 
Lace coverlets and pillow covers should 
not be rinsed in “ blue w ater” when 
washed, but dipped in very weak, cold 
coffee. 
They should be made very wet, 
wrung very dry with a patent wringer, and 
dried with the greatest quickness, as other­ 
wise the coffee will settle, and they will 
look like a symphony in yellows. 
A good way to save and use small slices 
of cold meat is to chop them fine, add some 
bread crumbs, salt and pepper, and moisten 
with milk, or with gravy or stock. 
Make 
this into flat cakes, dip them in egg and 
fry them until brown, or put the meat in a 
pudding-dish or basin, press It for two or 
three hours, and slice it for tea.— [New 
York Times. 
Ammonia water or a damp cloth dipped 
in whiting, cleans paint nicely. 
Sapolio is 
also good. 
Cold tea ¡b the best thing to 
clean varnished wood with, the tea and 
tea leaves saved from the table for several 
days and steeped will usually be suffi­ 
cient. 
It removes spots, and gives a much 
fresher, newer appearance than when soap 
and water are used. 
To make salt fish souffle, mash eight 
boiled potatoes and mix with a pint of 
finely chopped salt fish, and add three- 
foarths of a cup of hot milk, two table- 
apoonfuls of butter, a little salt and pepper 
and two beaten eggs. 
Bake for ten min­ 
utes and then add two more beaten eggs, 
w ith which a little salt has been mixed, 
brown in the oven and serve at once. 
The housekeeper who asks for white veal 
encourages lawbreaking and buys poor 
meat. 
The whiteness is due simply to the 
loss of blood, the animal having been bled 
twenty-four hours before it was slaugh­ 
tered. 
The farmers do the bleeding, be­ 
cause the meat then fetches a better price ; 
and the people who have a foolish fancy 
that white veal is the best, are in a way 
responsible for the brntal process creating 
it.—[E x c h a n g e ._______

in the evening she goes to bed and sleeps 
soundly until next morning. 
Zulu women wear as ornaments the bones 
of various animals, bleached and carved 
into many a quaint device ; the women of 
Brazil adorn themselves with bugB of vivid 
hues and skillfully imprisoned within in­ 
visible nets brilliant fire-fiies, and fasten 
these among their luxuriant tresses with 
bewildering effect. 
In this region a some­ 
what similar fashion has seized upon our 
ladies. 
Bugs, beetleB, snakes, and spiders, 
life-size and as ugly as the originals, are 
fastened in the hair, on the hats and 
shoulders of shoppers, with startling re­ 
sults to unsuspicious acquaintances. 
It is 
a curious inconsistency which allows them 
to tolerate such offensive and disagreeable 
imitations when a sight of the agile orig 
inals is sufficient to inspire paralyzing 
terror, followed by vigorous screamB and 
energetic flight. 
The New Orleans Times-Democritt findB 
at least one charm in the Southern woman, 
and that is a low, sweet voice: “ S iuth- 
era ladies, and especially those of Missis­ 
sippi, have voices so soft, so exquisitely 
modulated, that hearing them talk is like 
listening to sweetest music, to 
music 
played, it must be confessed, to an adagio, 
or even a largo movement. 
The Southern 
drawl easily degenerates into a whine ; 
and one lovely girl in society here actually 
destroys her fascination by the ngly little 
whine with which she ends even her mer­ 
riest laughter. 
We are, as a class, so 
careless of onr speech as to be slovenly, 
and we cannot remind one another too 
often of the fact. 
Mothers and fathers 
are largely responsible for faults of speech 
as well as of conduct in their offspring. 
A child should be taught to speak cor­ 
rectly from its earliest utterances. 
If we 
allow our little ones to imitate in ohild- 
hood the speech of colored servants, we 
need not expect good grammar and correct 
pronunciation when they grow to man­ 
hood. 
Persons who have corrected by 
years of persistent endeavor their early 
errors of speech, will, in auy moment of 
strong excitement, lapse into barbarisms 
which betray either a very humble origin 
or an extrem ely careless mother. 


SCIENTIFIC AND 
MECHANICAL. 


Im itation of ground glass can be easily 
produced by dissolving about two table' 
spoonfuls of Epsom salts in a pint of lager 
beer, and painting the glass with the mixfr 
ure. 
W hen it is dry the glass will appear 
as if frosted, and the effect is very satis­ 
factory. 
According to Radzlszewsky, the luminous 
animals, 
like 
Pelagia noctiluca, 
Bcrce 
ovatus, etc., owe this fact to a peculiar fat 
that they contain. 
Tnese little animals do 
not give light when at rest, but when 
stimulated give a quick flash of monochro­ 
matic light resembling lightning. 
• 
Rust can be removed from Bmall screws, 
etc., that are too small for holding against 
an emery-wheel, by attrition. 
Take, say, 
one pound of screws, and place them in a 
box ; a cigar box will do. 
Pitt a Bmall 
quantity of oil on them, and shake for 
another minute or so, and then sift the 
sawdust from the screws in a fine sieve, 
when the screws w ill be fonnd to be as 
good as new. 
A t the Nuremberg exhibition waa shown 
a novel use of bricks of corks. 
These 
bricks have only been used for building 
purposes on account of their lightness and 
isolating properties, bat they are also em­ 
ployed aB a covering for boilers, and are 
said to excel even asbestos in preventing 
the radiation of heat. 
They are stated to 
be very cheap, being prepared of small 
corks, refuse and isolating cement. 
A technical exchange says : 
The art of 
making Vasa Murrhina, the famous glass- 
work of Egyptian or Tyrian origin, which 
was lost for 2,000 years, has at last been 
discovered, 
and this glass is now beiDg 
made and introduced as centers for decora­ 
tion and for panels, tiles, etc. 
In the 
restoration of this lost art we have a 
decorating 
material 
which, 
from 
its 
adaptability and beauty will be much 
sought for. 
This revival, which com­ 
menced at Murara, has spread to this 
country, and it is understood that a fac­ 
tory for the manufacture of this glass is to 
bo started in Chicago. 
A contemporary gives the 
following 
notes : John Raymond, of Soranton, Pa., 
died in that city September 2 2 ,1S82, at the 
advanced age of 87 years. 
Mr. Raymond 
built the first mile of railroad in America 
for the commercial use of steam locomo­ 
tives. 
The track was on the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal Company’s road, between 
Honesdale and 
Carbondale, 
Pa. 
The 
first locomotive used 
was 
the 
Stone- 
bridge Lion, built in England. 
The engi­ 
neer was Horatio Allen, now living at East 
Orange, at the advanced age of 90 years. 
The first rnn locomotives on the Honesdale 
road was made August 28, 1S29, but this 
was not the first trial of an engine in this 
country. 
The engine waa put together at 
the W est Point foundry, foot of Beech 
street, in this city, and was there tested 
August 8, 1829, on a trial track about two 
and a half miles in length. 
This was also 
made with Mr. Allen as engineer.

Victor Saint Paul has placed §5.000 at 
the disposal of the Paris Academy of Medi­ 
cine as a prize to any person, whatever may 
be his vocation or nationality, who shall 
succeed in discovering an infallible means 
of cure for diphtheria. 
Consumptives should consult their physi­ 
cians before taking Mrs. Colonel Burnaby’s 
advice or following her example. N ot find­ 
ing relief in the warm climates to which 
her doctors sent her, she spent a winter 
climbing Swiss mountains, sleeping in cold 
huts and holes in the snow, and living in 
rough villages. 
She recovered, 
A recent cough will almost always yield 
to the following treatment withiD two or 
three days : Mix in a bottle four ounces of 
glycerine, two ounces of 
alcohol, 
two 
ounces of water, two grains of morphine. 
Shake well. 
Dose for an adnlt, one to two 
teaspoonfuls every two or three honrB. 
Half this quantity to children from ten to 
fifteen years. 
It is not safe to give it to 
infants or children under ten years of age. 
Speaking of forced feeding in consump­ 
tion cases, Dr. Hard, in the Boston M ed­ 
ical Journal, says : 
“ For the paBt year or 
so onr attention has been much directed to 
the wonderful results which have been 
claimed by a new process which the French 
therapeutics 
(Debove 
and 
Dujardin- 
Braumetz) 
have 
called 
garage, 
and 
which consists in stuffing consumptive pa­ 
tients with alimentary mixtures of meat, 
farinaceous powder and eggs, which are 
poured by means of a funnel down a long 
flexible stomach-tube. 
In this way pa­ 
tients 
who 
have 
lost 
their 
appetite 
may be fed to the extent of a couple of 
quarts daily. 
It is most singular that this 
forced feeding is seldom attended with vio­ 
lent dyspeptic svmptomg. 
Dr. Dujardin- 
Beanmetz of 
Hospital Sainte 
Antoine, 
Paris, is enthusiastic in praise of this mode 
of treatment, which he claims has some­ 
times arrested phthisis in the earlier stages. 
It is undoubtedly true that the sensation 
of appetite is not always an index of di­ 
gestive or assimilative power. 
There may 
be the ability to appropriate and profit by 
nutriment when the appetite is poor or 
absent altogether.

F r e n c h F u n e r a l s .—The law on re­ 
ligions and civil funerals, which has just 
been finally voted by the French Senate, 
provides that the last wishes of every indi­ 
vidual as to what ceremonies shall or shall 
not be used when his or her body is laid to 
rest shall be fully respected. 
If the inten­ 
tions of the deceased are disputed, the de­ 
cision rests with the -Judge de Paix, from 
whom au appeal lies to a higher Court, and 
this judgment is final. 
The last will or 
other written testimony shall be the only 
admissible evidence, and both Courts must 
decide within twenty-four hours. 
The 
penal sanctions of the law are very stric- 
gent; aDy minister of religion who disobeys 
the order of a Court is liable to a year’s 
imprisonment for the first offense and to 
five for the second, and it is to be pre­ 
sumed that those yrho unlawfully withhold 
religious rites will be visited with the 
same penalties. 
Civil —that is, non-re­ 
ligious—funerals have oí late greatly in- 
creaeed in Paris. 
In April, 1SS1, the per­ 
centage was 17; in April, 18S2, it was 21, 
and last February it had risen to 24.—

THE WOMAN QUESTION AGAIN. 
Dr. William A. Hammond, in the North 
American Review, has an article on “ Wo­ 
man in Politics,” which, we think, is less 
creditable to his intelligence than to his 
knowledge as a cultured physician. No 
one can havo any objection to Dr. Ham­ 
mond expressing his views upon the sub­ 
ject oi woman's physiological capability to 
enter the realm of business or of politics, 
nor will he find strong exceptions taken to 
his idea that woman is better adapted to 
other spheres of activity than open for her 
in the political field. But woman may 
well enter a positive denial, and take issue 
with Dr. Hammond when he asserts that 
for anatomical and physiological reasons 
the progress of the revolution for the im­ 
provement of her condition should not 
only be arrested, but “ should be turned 
backward.” Let us briefly examine the 
doctor’s reasons for this positive con­ 
clusion. These may be fairly stated in a 
very brief form, 
The brain of man is larger than that of 
woman. Relatively to the size of body 
this is not true, he admits, but he holds 
that the relativity of the question is not 
to be considered, but the brain quality. It 
is brain quality that governs in the world, 
and not brain aize, It is this that gives 
man supremacy over the beasts, and the 
intellectual man supremacy over the 
physical giant with a low quality of brain. 
Thus far, then, we are agreed. 
The aver­ 
age male brain is about 49 ounces, and the 
average female brain about 44 ounces in 
weight. 
The female brain is not only 
smaller, but it is different in structure. 
In man the anterior portion of the brain, 
in which the highest intellectual facul­ 
ties reside, is much more developed than in 
woman, both in size and tho convolutions. 
The part especially concerned in the evo­ 
lution of mind is the grey matter, con­ 
stituting the cortex, and this is increased 
-or diminished in accordance with the num­ 
ber and complexity of the convolutions. 
The frontal portions contain more of the 
grey matter, and in man these portions 
are larger than in woman. In man tho 
transverse and vertical measurements of 
the brain are greater than in woman, and 
the convolutions are more intricate, and 
some believe the grey matter to be thicker. 
Bat Dr. Hammond is too honest to claim 
that this has been demonstrated to be a 
fact. As man h*.s more brain than woman, 
he has, therefore, more mind ; and as the 
brain of man is more complex, its quality 
is of a higher order, for the difference of 
structure involves difference of function. 
Woman's brain is one from which emotion 
rather than intellect is evolved. To the 
preponderance of the emotional is due the 
fact that woman is less capable of intense 
abstract thought, and less capable of origin­ 
ating. So it is that woman is imitative 
and net inventive. She cannot originate, 
but she can copy well, “ No great idea, 
no great invention, no great discovery in 
science or art, no great poetical, dramatic 
or musical composition has ever yet em­ 
anated from a woman's brain. 
There have 
been a few second-class female painters, 
and one first-rate female novelist—that’s 
ill.’1 On these points we might pause to 
t*.icc isfue, but refrain. Again, he proceeds, 


as woman cannot reason abstractly, she 
cannot reason exactly ; and as she cannot 
be exact in most things requiring exact­ 
ness of statement, life insurance companies 
decline to insure her. For the same reason 
woman experiences overwhelming obstacles 
in the study of mathematics, and the girl 
who pursues 
the same 
course of 
studies 
as 
the 
male youth 
suf­ 
fers from headache and other evi­ 
dences of cerebral disorder. Even Mrs. 
Somerville, who wrote on the physical sci­ 
ences, never reached the grade of original 
ideation. Woman jumps at conclueioDS 
with a wonderful degree of promptness, 
and reaches the right long before it is at­ 
tained by the slow processes of reason, but 
this wonderful and unexplained mental 
vision, or unconscious cerebration, valuable 
as it is, will not do to take the place of the 
judgment, and reason, and coolness neces­ 
sary in a Governor or a Judge. The hys 
terical conditions to which all women have 
been in all time subject, disqualify her in 
emergencies and difficult situations gener­ 
ally, while they are, in their normal condi­ 
tion, the source of seme of the loveliest 
traits of hpr character. In woman, there­ 
fore, there is a potentiality for irregular, 
illogical, incongruous and altogether inhar­ 
monious conduct under circumstances 
which reqoire the utmost presence of mind 
and the nieest discretion. Woman judges 
rather a3 she feels than as she thinks, and 
is wanting in that type of mental organiza­ 
tion known as the “ judicial mind.” 
These are, then, the reasons which move 
tho doctor to his remarkable conclusion. 
We say remarkable, because we do not be­ 
lieve it accords with the history of the race, 
nor is it supported by his own line of ar­ 
gument. 
And this, because the doctor 
has misconceived the whole object and 
purpose of the “ woman movement,” so 
called, of modern days. 
We may 
admit most that he advances, and there is 
hut little that is not fairly stated, and 
still deny the correctness of his conclusion. 
No one has contended that in vesting 
woman with equal political rights and du­ 
ties as man, it shonid be based npon 
her equality in mental power. 
The 
very fact that she is mentally and 
physically the weaker vessel, may be 
claimed as sufficient reason for arm­ 
ing her with all the social and legal 
weaponry of self-defense. It is by no 
means necessary to contend that she is 
man’s intellectual equal. It matters very 
little, if at all, whether the grey matter is 
less in quantity in her brain, or of coarser 
quality. The question is, “ I 3 she, as a hu­ 
man being, entitled to like proteotion with 
man ?" Beyond that it is wholly unneces­ 
sary to go. No one desires to invest her 
with rights she oannot exercise or enjoy. 
No one proposes, or has proposed, to place 
her in stations she is unfit to occupy. The 
evolution of the excellent and the rejec­ 
tion of the inadequate and unfit will ex­ 
clude her from ail walks she cannot pur­ 
sue and all responsibilities she cannot as- 
same. W hat is contended is that whatso­ 
ever good qualities she possesses which will 
contribute to the advance of the race, the 
perfection of systems and forms of gov­ 
ernment, shall bo availed of by society, 
and not excluded because the possessor is 
notof the wcakersex. Thedoctor, like many 
another well-meaning opponent for coedu­ 
cation of the sexes and political equality, 
misconceives the text. It does not follow 
that beeauae woman shonid be vested with 
certain rights she must, perforce, rule in 
political life. So far as she can prevail, 
wo hold it right that she should. If she 
is uc8uited to the political realm, no 
grant of privilege can keep her in it. Give 
her the opportunity and, whatever her 
destiny, it will be worked out. Whatever 
she may prove equal to, she should be 
privileged in. We have never yet read 
or heard an argument of force against the 
opening of opportunity to this class or 
human beings. On the contrary, every 
line of reasoning advanced for the exclu­ 
sion of woman from the competitive 
struggle in life’s race has only served 
to convince us that whatever the result 
to her, so far as political preferment is 
concerned, the benefit to man will be de­ 
cided. It cannot briDg into being a weaker 
race of men ; it cannot lessen man's mental 
powers ; it cannot narrow his opportuni­ 
ties, nor can it in any way reduce the sum 
of human achievements. Into the compo­ 
sition of society we would introduce every 
kind and quality of brain power at all as­ 
similable with our own. If in the attri­ 
tion that follows we suffer, we shonid suf­ 
fer. When the doctor can demonstrate 
that the tender and humanizing qualities 
he ascribes to woman will, by their com­ 
plete freedom of exercise, lower the stand­ 
ard of legislation, give vice and crime 
greater resisting power, or lessen the moral 
sense of the nation, we shall be ready to 
surrender to his flag. We are told that 
the influence of woman in securing better 
laws, in elevating the standard of moral­ 
ity, and in influencing public sentiment, is 
more potent in her partially secluded con­ 
dition than if she had free rein in the 
political field. In a sense that is true— 
true just so far as her influence relates to 
its exercise upon good men and no farther. 
Upon the vicious classes whom she cannot 
reach she should be given the power to 
exercise influences that they aloae recog­ 
nize, and they are snch as are clothed with 
power. A moral force is just as much 
more potent as it has the power of making 
itself felt. Preaching in a cell is well 
enough, but the evangelist in broad day, 
and face to face with evil, is the greater 
power. If the influence of woman can 
give ns better laws, why not avail of it to 
the fullest extent, no matter how 
muoh 
less 
of 
brain 
power 
she 
has, compared to the average man. 
If it is admitted, as we believe none deny, 
that the influence of woman in securing ns 
better laws is proper to be exercised 
through tbo mediums that her sexuality 
affords her, and by those sexual traits 
whioh so manifestly tend toward the right 
and the pare, when not perverted by 
abnormal conditions, why shonid we 
not employ this force to its fullest extent, 
and give her a voice in determining the ex­ 
ecution of the laws we are so anxions she 
should approve ? For fifty years this ones- 
tion has been asked, and but one response 
has as yet been given, and that has found 
voice again through the physician whose 
article we consider : “ The woman is un­ 
equal to the responsibility, and not fitted 
for it by nature.” We would deny to all 
people a voice in the making of lawB which 
they are forbidden to enforce, and so we 
would forbid any to have voice in the exe- 
cniion of laws they have not helped to 
make. The policy of a nation shonid be 


determined by every human being claimed 
by that nation as a component part of it. 
The hnmaaity of American politics shonid 
embrace the oommon humanity that wraps 
into the single mantle of law and self-gov­ 
ernment both man and woman. Nor do 
we see in this any destrnotion of the iden­ 
tification of woman in her relations to the 
family, or that there would be any lessen­ 
ing of the sacred ties that nnite the sexes 
in marriage. 
On the contrary, we find 
reason for belief that the enlargement of 
woman’s political sphere would strengthen 
all those guards that are already thrown 
around tbo institution of marriage, and 
would have a tendency to elevate still 
higher these standards that place the home 
foremost as the shield and buckler of a na­ 
tion, and that hold the home’d exalted con­ 
dition to be the proudest monument of civ­ 
ilization. 
A VIEW OF THE SITUATION FROM 
AN EASTERN STANDPOINT. 
The New York Evening Pott takes a 
very dispassionate view of the present 
telegraphio difficulty, which is so disar­ 
ranging and incommoding the business of 
the country. In a oomplete review of the 
sitnation from all points of observation it 
concludes that the public has no cause of 
oomplaint against the telegraphic opera­ 
tors, who maintain uo relation of obligation 
to it. 
But the telegraph companies 
occupy a very different position, and ono 
which is intimately related to the commer­ 
cial and news interests of the country. 
These latter, therefore, Bhould look only 
to the companies, which have no right to 
use public convenience and try public pa­ 
tience in order to bring about within the 
corporations domestic results for their own 
gain. The logic of this view is irresistible. 
Our contemporary points out that neither 
the employer nor the employe should be at 
the mercy oi each other, nor should the 
public be placed at the mercy of either. It 
bolds that there should be legal methods, 
therefore, for compulsory arbitration of such 
disputes as the one now so prominently be­ 
fore the country. In their absence the 
country is made the chief sufferer in the 
quarrel, the evils of whioh it has no power 
to avert. It is notorious, says the Post, 
that the companies are not “ tiding 
over ” the difficulty. “ It is useless 
to deny that at this moment the 
basiness community is seriously suffering 
from inadequate means of rapid correspond­ 
ence. The force to-day employed in the 
telegraph offices is not only deplorably in- 
safficient in numbers to dispose of the 
accumulated business, but many of the 
operators now employed are worn-out or 
raw hands. Injurious delay and danger­ 
ous inaccuracy in the transmission of 
messages will be the inevitable conse­ 
quence. The public have a right to de­ 
mand that this condition of thiogB must 
Dot continue, and also to ask whose fault 
it is that, in the absence of a law for com­ 
pulsory arbitration, voluntary arbitration 
was not resorted to for the composition of 
the contest.” It finds no difficulty in plac­ 
ing tho blame upon the telegraph com­ 
panies, for the Post asserts the telegraph­ 
ers did seek to avoid the strike, but their 
appeals were treated with contempt. It 
declares that “ the telegraph operators arc 
as a olass intelligent and respectable. 
Their work requires considerable educa­ 
tion and skill. It is apt in a compara­ 
tively short time to injure their nervous 
system so as seriously to reduce their work­ 
ing oapaoity. Their wages aro much lees 
than those of masons and the better olass 
of carpenters. They were twice reduced 
within a few years past, while the com­ 
pany made handsome dividends." 
This 
judgment and statement of fact from a 
leading Eastern journal on the chief bat­ 
tleground, and with all the faoilities for 
ascertaining the exact facta, comes with 
peculiar force at this time in response to 
the excuses of the telegraph companies, 
—---- 
AN IMPORTANT DECISION, 
An important decision was given by the 
Superior Court of this county yesterday, 
the opinion being handed down by Jndge 
McFarland. 
The “ new” Constitution 
provides that “ every Act shall embrace 
but one eubject, which enhjcct shall be ex­ 
pressed in its title.” It also deolares that 
all the provisions of the Constitution are 
mandatory unless otherwise expressly de- 
olared. Under the old Constitution a eim- 
ilar provision regarding the title of Acts 
of tho Legislature was held by the Su­ 
preme Court to be merely directory. To 
prevent any question of that kind again 
arising, the framers of the new Constitu­ 
tion expressly declared which of its provis­ 
ions Bhall be deemed mandatory and whieh 
directory. A caso came before the Court 
in which the issue turned upon the constitu­ 
tionality of an Act of the Legislature 
amending the Political Code, where the 
title of the Act merely refers to the section 
uf the Code by its number, and contains 
no other reference to the " subject of the 
Act.” The Court now holds that the Act 
is unconstitutional and void. It is the 
first time such a ruling has been made, for 
in all previous ci9es there were other words 
of reference in the title of the Act. The 
decision, if held good, will affect a number 
of our laws, as crystallized in the Codes, 
and the effect of their being set aside may 
be startling. In this case an appeal is to 
be taken, and the matter is deemed so im­ 
portant that it will, we learn, by agree­ 
ment be cent up on the single question 
noted. It would appear from an examina­ 
tion of the Constitution and the decisions 
of the Courts that the ruling of the Sacra­ 
mento Cjurt is sound, and the probability 
is strong of its being affirmed, in which 
case there will be a very lively overhauling 
of those thin volumes entitled “ Amend­ 
ments to the Codes." 


INTERVIEWING. 
The New York San, which, as a rule, is 
the most impracticable of journals, has 
given utterance to one suggestion that is 
worthy of sober consideration. It pro­ 
poses that the whole system of interview­ 
ing shall, by agreement among the leading 
papers of the country, be reformed. The 
plan is to publiah no interview on any im­ 
portant topic until the “ interviewed ” 
party is given an opportunity to read the 
proof. The idea is a good one, bat one 
difficulty will be to secure unity of action 
in the matter among the leading jonrnaU. 
Then, again, the majority of “ interviews” 
(the term is an abominable one) are held 
at a time when the party most interested 
is not again easily reached for de­ 
livery of a proof. Again, the pub­ 
lishers are seldom able to prepare the 
matter in time to furnish a proof, as the 


one aim of the journalist is to publish 
news as speedily after securing it as he 
possibly can. And still again, the diffi­ 
culty of securing the return of a proof in 
time is well known to all publishers, and is 
almost an inenrmonntable obstacle, for the 
outsider cannot be made to realize the value 
of time in a publication office. So, on 
the whole, the Sun's plan will not come 
into favor. 
But the suggestion is none 
the less wise, for it is a fact that the 
interview is always open to the objection 
that the party conversed with can, and 
frequently does, deny the correctness of 
the published statements, and thus the 
reporter class, who as a rule are as cor­ 
rect as any other class of business men 
in the matter of reporting news, is brought 
into disrepute, ami doubt is cast upon tbfeir 
work. Now the truth is, as every man 
knows who has served in the capacity of 
a reporter, that tho average of men do 
not realize how their spoken words will 
appear in print. They “ talk" with far 
less caution than they write. As a re­ 
sult, it is common for tho charge to be 
made that the reporter has not properly 
represented the conversation. A better 
plan than that of the Sun is, in all cases 
where the “ interview” is consented to, 
to furnish the questions in manuscript 
and secure the answers in tho handwrit­ 
ing of the party. Of course this is open 
to objections, such as the delay it iccurs, 
the fact that all proper questions cannot 
be foreseen, etc. As it now exists, tho 
system is much abused, and certainly 
needs correctives; but we have little 
faith in any being applied. Honest jour­ 
nalism, painstaking and conscientious work 
on the part of the reporters for ths press, 
are about the only practicable remedies 
that can be applied. 
1HE CHOLERA. 
The cholera appears to bo making a more 
rapid march than even the most fearful 
anticipated. The mortality in Egypt is 
frightful, but not more so than in the Bom­ 
bay district in India, where 1,161 deaths 
were officially reported in a single week in 
June. The appearance of the dread disease 
in Wales, in London, and its reported ad­ 
vent in Mexico, will naturally awaken 
much alarm in America. This will have 
value if it shall move the pcaple to take 
immediate steps to prepare for a struggle 
with the plague. We can, by rigid quaran­ 
tine, by rigorous sanitary discipline, by 
timely cleansing of the centers of popula­ 
tion, do very much to mitigate the force of 
the disease, the last waves of which will 
undoubtedly spend themselves upon this 
continent. There is no desiro to needlessly 
alarm the people, no intention to promote 
a panicky state of the public miud, but 
when the past history of the cholera is con­ 
sidered, the faot brought to mind that the 
majority of physicians of this day have 
had little or no experience with the dis­ 
ease, the evidence of its fondness for im­ 
pure localities and foul atmospheres re­ 
called, and the climatio conditions that 
favor the spread of the pest compared 
with the present time, ihere is reason for 
again urging the utmost vigilance, the most 
liberal outlay of means, and the most ex­ 
treme exercise of lawful authority to en­ 
force sanitary regulations declared tecos- 
siry. 
A KEnUKE TO THE FAST. 
Recently near Salem, Mass., a picnic or 
reunion was held by tha descendants of 
Rebecca Nurse. It wa3 a notable gather­ 
ing, and one that afforded an elevated 
vantage ground from which to look back 
over the past. Who was Rebecca Nurse ? 
She was an amiable, virtuous old lady.1 
She was respected as a matron, loved as a 
wife, admired ss a Christian woman, and 
held up as a domestic model—one whose 
oharaoter was above reproach, and whose 
life exemplified the virtues that adorn the 
true woman. But in the year 1692, in the 
midst of an era of the crudest superstition, 
this good woman was accused of being a 
witch, and was tried, convicted and 
hanged. Her descendants meet together 
annually to make silent protest by their 
reunion against all superstition that moves 
to acts of persecution. They propose, and 
have raised means to erect a monument to 
Rebecca on the spot where she was exe­ 
cuted. This is to be done, not to perpetu­ 
ate the memory of a reproach, but to 
mark the mighty strides we have made in 
the march of civilization and tolerance. 
The recital is in itself a sermon, and can­ 
not be strengthened by any commentary. 
SOT AT ALL STRANGE. 
The Silver State, remarking upon the 
telegraphers’ strike, says that as to rail­ 
roads when they do wrong the law can be 
invoked against them, but the telegraphic 
operators have no other recourse to redrcB* 
their grievances than to work for starva­ 
tion wages. It adds: “ It seems some­ 
what strange that the Chronicle, whioh 
claims to be the champion auti-monopolist 
paper of the coast, except where th9 in­ 
terests of the Spring Valley Water Com­ 
pany are involved, should take sides 
against the operators in their conflict for 
living wages with one of the greatest, if 
not the greatest, monopolies in the United 
States.” If the Silver State knew the 
springs that move the Chronicle as well as 
they are known this fide the Sierra Range, 
it would not consider its position at all 
strange.

“ Memoirs of Jobn A. Dix.” Compiled 
by his son, Morgan Dix. Illustrated; in two 
volumes. New York : Harper k Bros. Of 
course the memoir of a father by his son is 
not expected to contain any very severe criti­ 
cism of the subject’s course, but Dr. Morgan 
Dix recoguiz s nis danger, speak3 of it iu his 
preface, and never inflicts meaningless 
eulogies upon the reader. Then, John A. 
Dix has the advantage of being r. man of 
character and ability, and as bis life expends 
from the excitement of the early years of our 
republic, when the National Government 
was crystallizing, ever the terrible period 
wheu our national life was imperiled, to the 
year 1879, a full memoir of it, iike toe pres 
ent, includes near'y every event < f import­ 
ance in the country.

Masonry as a political issue iu 1826 and 1828, 
sj that as great a man as Andrew Jackson 
was out of favor with a constituency of 70,- 
OCX) vole- b-cause he wss a Mason, is one of 
the odd phases of bygone times that the 
memoir revive*, reminding us that the old 
Whig party developed out of the anii- 
Masonic party in the day when to cail one’s 
self a Whig implied the opprobrium of tory­ 
ism in one’s opponents. I; is interesting to 
read at what an early day slavery became a 
burning question ia the United States. Id 
1829 General Dix formulates his sentiments 
on abolition and the colored element. He 
was in favor of gradual 
emancipa­ 
tion and foreign colonization of the 
freed blacks, as iu Virginia’s Liberia 
scheme, rather than entire, simultaneous 
abolition. A few words iu the prefi.es give 
an account of the stuck from which John 
Dix sprang. A brief autobiography covers 
his boyhood aud early army life—he served 
in the war of 1812 at 15 years of age—and 
then Dr. Dix takes up the narrative. News­ 
paper work and the study of the law occu­ 
pied G neral Dix in the interim of Ms resig­ 
nation from the army to his active entrance 
into political life. He seems to have been 
always a scholarly mau, and though the 
French couplet which he offered to the trans­ 
lator of Goldsmith has a syllable too many iu 
the first line, and lacks one in the second, his 
translation of the “ Dies L ie” is accurate 
and melodious.

The Market-street cable injunction has 
been dissolved by Judge Lawlor, and the 
road can now be operated at the inter­ 
section of Larkin and Ninth streets. 
One of the drinking fountains presented 
by Dr. H. D. Cogswell to the city arrived 
Thursday, and will be placed in the City 
Hall avenue, opposite the New City Hall, 
Two more fountains for Golden Gate Park, 
aDd another to be placed at the foot of 
Market street, are in transit from the East.

R fcq ed -U n io n : Permit me a few 
words of explanation, and perhaps of final 
appea1, on this subject. A3 I brought the 
subject upon the public, sml at a meeting of 
citizens was appointed Chairman of a com­ 
mittee to draw up a detailed report upon it, 
I wish to state, before I leave the city, why 
the report has never been made. The com­ 
mittee bad a meeting and agreed on certain 
points to be recommended, and the drafting 
of the report wss committed to the City 
Engineer, that be might include in it 
the requisite specifications and estimates. 
The committee were unanimous on the point 
of pumping the sewage into the river. 
A 
report was drawn no by Mr. ijassett recom­ 
mending this, and several other things con­ 
nected therewith of immediate practical utility. 
But he wished to delay the presentation of the 
report to the public till he could engrcft iu it 
estimates of the cost of introducing Shone’9 
method of sewerage, where we have no sew­ 
er?, and where and when the old sewers 
should need to be repaired. The data for 
these estimate?, Mr. Bassett informs me, are 
not yet received. 
Meanwhile, the present disposition of the 
sewage is mensctDg the city. It is perhaps 
not generally known that the contents of all 
the sewers we have are now headed towards 
the drainage canal, and such as reach there iie 
and stagnate and become putrid. The canal 
has no outlet, is throttled and gorged; and 
anyone who 13 unfortunate enough 10go near it, 
finds its “ - ff-“nsc,” like that of tha King in 
“ Hamlet,” “ is rank ; it cmells to heaven." 
If nothing else it done in a sanitary way to 
{ roteet Bacramouto from pestilence, the daily 
replenishment of this putrid channel of death 
should be stopped, anl the c:.nal made 
healthy. Immediate relief could be had by 
pnmping the sewage into the river, a meas­ 
ure about which ail the members of Ihe com­ 
mittee were agreed—is practicable, inexpen­ 
sive and urgent. If this were done, there 
would be immediate relief from a source of 
great danger to life and health; the present 
sewers would be freed from obstructions at 
their mouth, and could be flushed and kept 
in good condition, and the city would 
be free to extend 
and 
perfect its 
present 
sewerage, or 
introduce 
the 
Shone method or any other system in 
the eastern part of the city, when ready to do 
it. This is providing for an i»m;diate nects- 
tity, and in a way that would enable all the 
expenditure, or nearly all, to be utilized in 
the future improvements of sewerage ; for it 
is more and more sn admitted fact that the 
contents of our sewers must be pumped into 
the river.

Some very good hops 
have changad hands here this week at 39 
cents, one lot in particular of considerable 
size, just a little elack-dricd, which, if in 
sound condition, would have brought the top 
market price.”

THS I I . DEKCY OF SCIENTIFiC ItQUI&Y. 


Sir Hecry Birfcly, G.C.M.G., F.R S., 
took the chair at the annual meeting ot the 
Victoria (Pniloeophical) Institute, at 7, 
Adelpni Terrace, London, in the last week 
in June. 
The Honorary Secretary, Cap­ 
tain F. Petrie, F.R S.L , read the report, 
by which it appeared that the Institute-— 
founded to investigate all questions ct Poi- 
losophy and Science, and more especially 
any alleged to militate against the trui*h oi 
Revelation—had now risen to 1,020 mem­ 
bers, of 
whom 
about 
one-third were 
foreign, ooionial and American, and new 
applications to join were constan:ly coining 
in. 
An increasing number or leading men 
of science had joined its ranks, and men of 
science, whether in its ranks or not, co­ 
operated in its work. 
During the session a 
careful analysis had been undertaken by 
Professor Stokes, F.R S,, Sir J. R 
Baa- 
nett, Vice-President 11.S., Professor B=ale, 
F. R.S., and others, of the various theories 
oi evolution, and it was reported that, as 
yet, no scientific evidence had been met 
with giving counteuance to the theory that 
man had been evolved from a lower order 
in animals ; and Professor Virchow had de­ 
clared that there was a complete absence of 
any fifrsil type of a lower btage in the de­ 
velopment of man ; and that any positive 
advance in the province of prehistoric an­ 
thropology has actually removed us further 
from proofs of such connection, namely, 
with the rest of the animal kingdom. 
In 
this, Professor Birrande, the great palman- 
tologist, has concurred, declaring that in 
none of his investigations had he found any 
one fossil species develop into another. 
In 
fact, it wonld seem that no scientific man 
had yet discovered a link between man and 
the ape, between fish and frog, or between 
the vertebrate and the iuvertefivate animals; 
further, there was no evidence of any one 
species, fossil or other, loarng its peculiar 
characteristics to acquire new ones belong­ 
ing to other species ; for instance, however 
similar the dog to the wolf, there was no 
connecting link, and among extinct species 
the same was the case ; there was no grad­ 
ual passage from one to another. 
More­ 
over, the iir3t animals that existed on the 
earth were by no means to be considered 
as inferior or degraded. 
Among other in­ 
vestigations, one into the troth of the argu­ 
m ent from Design in N ature had been 
carried on, and had hitherto tended to fully 
confirm that doctrine. 
The question of 
the Assyrian inscriptions and the recent 
Babylonian researches had been under the 
leadership of Mr. Hormuzd Rassam, who, 
on his arrival from Nineveh, had given 
a full report of the extent of his new 
excavations, which were of the highest in­ 
terest. 
His discovery of Sepbarvaim, one 
of the first cities mentioned in Holy W rit, 
was mo3i important. 
Professor Delitsch 
and others aided in the consideration of the 
discoveries and the inscriptions found. 
Two meetings had been held to consider 
the questions raised in Herbert Spencer’s 
Philosophy, and Lord O'Neill and others 
had shown, by a careful analysis of hia ar­ 
guments, that a greater attention to ac­ 
curacy in statem ent would have kept Mr. 
Spencer from arriving at those hasty con­ 
clusions whieh had made his philosophy 
remarkable. 
It was announced that the 
results of explorations now being carried 
on in Egypt would be laid before the Insti­ 
tute early in the winter. 
The discoveries 
were very important, especially that of the 
site of Succoth, which, like the results of 
the survey of Palestine, was confirmatory 
of the Sacred Record. 
The quarterly 
Journal, which had been published for six­ 
teen years, was now issued free to ail mem­ 
bers and associates, whether at home or 
abroad. 
Several interesting speeches hav­ 
ing bcea made, the members and their 
friends adjourned to the Museum, wheie 
refreshments were served. 


GARSOH 
FOOTPRIHTS. 


Through the kindness of Frank Bell, 
W arden of the Carson Prison, Professor 
Davidson haB been enabled to lay out a 
plan for perpetuating some of the finer im­ 
pressions in clay and sand-stone Btrata 
which exhibit the CarBon footprints. There 
is no doubt that in a few seasons maDy of 
the more delicate markings and tests of the 
prints wonld be obliterated by the action 
of the weather and the repeated taking of 
casta, etc. 
W hile there Professor David­ 
son marked out a line forty-six feet in 
length, embracing the best-preserved series 
■of toe tracks, claimed by some to belong 
to the giant sloth, and by others to some 
large quadruped like a bear, and by others 
to the pre-historic mao, and the inter- 
maiking of 
the series with the mam­ 
moth tracks at the entrance to the small 
tunnel. 
Another line of forty feet has 
been marked, embracing the best series of 
the mammoth tracks from tneir impres­ 
sion tin the ripple-worked substratum of 
blue sand-stone to the muddy layers five 
Inches deep in the month of the second 
tunnel. From casts of these tracks, embrac­ 
ing the birds’ tracks among them, several 
great slabs will be produced, representing 
the present condition of the footprints. 
Mr. Gibbs has brought down small slabs 
exhibiting the rain marks, ripple marks, 
etc., and also specimens of the fiuest of 
other animals' tracks. 
Professor David­ 
son discovered a series of tracks which ap­ 
pear tobe new, and were unknown to Pro­ 
fessor W. P. Blake, who joined in all the 
examinations and work, and who will make 
a report to the academy and to the Amer­ 
ican and British associations for the ad­ 
vancement of science. 
In this connection it is interesting to 
note that Dr. Harkness, who is the father 
of the theory that the Carson footprints 
belong to pre-historic man, has discovered 
in another locality. Borne distance from 
the Carson State Prison quarry, a series of 
similar footprints, which are even better 
described than those in the Carson sand­ 
stone. 
They have the additional advan­ 
tage of being covtrod by a stratum only 
about one foot thick, which is easily re­ 
moved. 
A large area of the sandstone 
containing these impressions has 
been 
stripped. 
The impressions embrace the in­ 
disputed footprints of the wolf, deer and 
mammoth, as well as the tracks of the crea­ 
ture whose identity the scientists have not 
yet settled to each other’s satisfaction.

yond question the correctness 
of

theory that the footprints which have 
caused so much controversy were made 
by the sandaled foot of man, for they do 
not, he says, present a suggestion of a 
claw mark, which he holds would certainly 
be the case had the footprints been made 
by a bear or by a giant Bloth. 
In the foot­ 
prints of the deer the toes are so well de­ 
fined that one track can be readily deter­ 
mined as belonging to an old animal. 
The 
impression of the claws in the wolf’s track 
is perfeot. 
The new district is to be thor­ 
oughly explored, and for that purpose Dr. 
Harkness has taken steps to get possession 
oi the land.

OLIVE 
CÜLIURE 
IH 
AMERICA. 


In the August Century, Mrs. Bianciardi’a 
illustrated article, “ Under the Olives,' 
contains, besides an interesting account of 
the method of cultivating it in Europe, 
the following regarding olive culture ae an 
American industry : “ The olive has lately 
acquired for Americans a new and practi­ 
cal interest, from the discovery that it can 
be easily and profitably grown in Califor­ 
nia. 
Residents of California have been ac­ 
customed to consider a small bottle of 
* Mission oil ’ for their salad as a treasure, 
for it far surpasses in purity and sweetness 
any imported eil. 
But it is only within a 
few years th at private owners of land 
in Southern California have seriously con­ 
sidered the question whether olive cult­ 
ure could bo made a paying enterprise. 
So many possibilities cling to the broad 
lands and 
rich soil of 
the Golden 
Srate, 
th at 
it 
is 
not wonderful if 
some of them have b:en overlooked. And, 
though experiments in olive growing have 
been made on a small scale with good suc­ 
cess during the last tw enty years, popular 
interest is only now beginning to be 
awakened. 
In the first place, there was 
the drawback, peculiarly great to the 
American temperament, of the slowness of 
growth and irregular productiveness of the 
olive in Europe. 
The old Tuscan saying 
is, ‘ Plant a vineyard for yourself, an or­ 
ange grove for your children, and an olive 
orchard for your grandchildren.’ 
As a 
people, we are not fond of looking far into 
the future ; and besides, judging from our­ 
selves, wo are not at ail sure that ou- 
grandchildren will wish to live where we 
do. 
But the olive is good enough to adapt 
itself to the rapidity of American de­ 
mands. 
Id matuses much earlier than in 
Europe, aad bearB 
ofiener and more 
plentifully. 
The system of 
propaga­ 
tion 
from 
cuttings, 
as far 
as 
can 
be judged 
at 
present, 
gives, 
in our 
rich soil, 
robust 
trees ; 
and 
there 
is no need to employ the slow prooeBS 
of raising them from the seed. 
F-ve years 
is surely not long to wait for a fruit crop : 
and after that time, according to the best 
California authorities, the trees will yield 
a full, and in many cases an annual har­ 
vest. 
A t a late meeting of the State Hor­ 
ticultural Society in San Francisco it was 
stated that one olive farm yielded §2,200 (?) 
to the acre. 
These trees bore every year, 
and were situated on * adobe ’ hillsides, the 
bottom lands-being found, ae in Italy, less 
favorable to the fruit. 
The variety was 
the ‘ Mirsion olive,’ which has not been 
identified with any of the varieties now 
cultivated in Europe, 
Tne olive was in­ 
troduced into South America in 15C0, by 
Antonio Ribera ; but the California trees 
sprang from seeds sent from San Bias in 
Mtxico by Don Joseph de Galvez with his 
expedition to rediscover the port of Mon­ 
terey.” 


MALARIA 
IN 
RELATION 
TO 
WATER. 


The Sanitary Engineer contains a com­ 
munication from Colonel G. H. Mendell, 
in which the writer states that malaria pre­ 
vails over the whole of the great valley of 
California, often in it3 most violent forms 
—th at it exists in uplands remote from 
marshy districts, and is often absent from 
districtsadjaeent to those wbere it abounds. 
He then goes on : “ Some years ago, while 
engaged in a study of irrigation, then be­ 
ginning to be applied on the dry plains of 
California, I was led to notice the level of 
standing water in wells, in reference to 
which there is a great difference in onr in­ 
terior plains. 
I soon noticed that shallow 
wells and malaria were frequent com­ 
panions. 
Where the wells were seventy 
feet (or thereabouts) deep there was free­ 
dom from malaria. 
Having noticed these 
coincidencei, I 
afterwards 
investigated 
their occurrence in a great many cases by 
inquiries of farmers with whom I had con­ 
versation. 
In one or two cases of excep­ 
tional malarial districts in the foothills, 
which are generally free from this pest, I 
found the water in the wells near the sur­ 
face. 
I do not reoall a single instance of 
shallow wells where the fam ily were free 
from fevers, always interm ittent, I believe. 
I therefore connect the presence of water 
near the surface of the ground with the 
existence of malaria. 
W hether it is doe 
to the mere presence or to the fact that it 
is drunk, or to both, I am unable to say.” 
Tne statem ent cf Colonel Mendell is cal­ 
culated to give a very erroneous idea of 
the character and extent of malarial disease 
in California. 
In the first place, the cli­ 
mate of the ocean slope extending the en­ 
tire length of the State, and varying from 
five to twenty or thirty miles in width, 
is almost exempt from malaria. 
This re­ 
gion embraces the metropolis of San Fran­ 
cisco and many other of the most populous 
localities. 
The “ great valley ’’ probably 
refers to the valleys of the Saoramento and 
San Joaquin. 
There are many parts of 
these valleys not particularly malarious. 
Besides, the general character of malarial 
disease is not violent, but rather chronic. 
Cases often reach an extreme condition by 
slow degrees, and are frequently very diffi­ 
cult of treatm ent, and disposed to relapse. 
As to the influenoe of water near the sur­ 
face, as shown by shallow wells, we have 
our doubts. 
On the encinals of Alameda 
and Oakland, where the wells are very 
shallow, there is scarcely any well-marked 
malarial disease ; and the same may be said 
of many other localities. Irrigation does not 
appear so conducive to malaria as the com­ 
mon belief assumes. 
In the great valley of 
San Bernardino, where cultivation is en­ 
tirely dependent on irrigation, malaria ex­ 
ists only in a few localities. 
We may add 
that the term malaria is so vague, and 
gives so much range to the imagination, 
that it is questionable whether a large pro­ 
portion of disease attributed to th at cause 
is really due to malaria. 
Malaria is a ca­ 
pacious and 
convenient receptacle for 
many dubious ailmsnts. 
Its precise diag­ 
nosis is as indefinite aud indefinable as are 
the morbid conditions aud therapeutic ap­ 
plications of quinia. 


A F r o g S t o r t . —The W heatland (Yuba 
county) Graphic furnishes the following : 
Some months ago Dr. Melton was called 
to see a lady who told a tale of misery and 
suffering that astonished him. 
She com­ 
plained particularly of great distress in her 
stomach, and told the doctor that the dis­ 
tress had existed for some time and that she 
had consulted a spiritualist that was with 
Robinson’s circus, and had been told that 
she had swallowed a frog. The doctor after 
a critical examination, found that she was 
suffering from an aggravated attack of dys­ 
pepsia and hypochondriasis, and tried to 
convince her that the fortune-teller had lied 
but to no purpose.

after a pretended examination told her he 
was sure the frog had taken np its abode in 
her stomach, but he would soon remedy 
the trouble. Procuring a large frog from one 
of the Chinese gardens, on his next visit 
he administered an emetic to his patient, 
and while it was doing its work, managed 
to slip the frog into the basin unobserved 
by her. 
On seeing the frog in the basin 
the lady was much relieved, and was high 
in her praise of the doctor.

thought came to her in the midst of her 
joy. 
W hat if Ihe frog had left some little 
ones behind it * Explaining herself, she 
shuddered with fear at the idea. 
The doc­ 
tor was equal to the occasion. 
Picking np 
the frog, he eyed it closely for a while, and 
replied : “ Have no fear, madam, it is not 
that kind of a frog.”

Americans who have paintings on the 
line in th e Salon this year comprise Bridg­ 
man, 
Saigent, I’earce, Knight, Ogden 
Wood and Alexandria Harrison, 
A bust of Ur. J. M. Toner, of Washing­ 
ton, is to be made by J. q. Ward for the 
Congressional Library, in honor of the gift 
from him of a large and valuable oollection 
of medical books. 
Owing to a surfeit of musical entertain­ 
ments (including the Handel Festival), the 
Cologne Male Chorus did not succeed in 
drawing large audiences at their recent 
concerts in London. 
A one-armed pianist has been playing 
out West lately. 
He has lost his left arm ; 
and, though he played many false notes, 
the critics had to admit that his musical 
work was all "right.” 
The number of theater-fires is continu­ 
ally increasing. 
Sixty-nine occurred be­ 
tween 1851 and 1SG0 : ninety-nine occurred 
between 1S61 and 1870 ; and IS1 occurred 
between 1871 and 1880. 
Emil Scaria, of Vienna, the greatest liv­ 
ing bass singer, has been recently delight­ 
ing the Berimcrs at Kroll’s Theater. 
He 
is now in Bayreuth, singing the part of 
CV.-nemana in “ Parsifal,” 
The preacher actually startled the sexton 
into opening the windows, when he told 
him that the air was so bad in the close 
church that it put the organ out of tune 
using it to blow with.—[Exchange. 
Ignaz BruU’a latest opera, " Konigin Ms- 
riette,” has been produced in Munich. 
It 
is considered inferior to his “ Goldenes 
Krenz,” which for a time was quite popu­ 
lar, although it is a flimsy and unoriginal 
woik. 
The prize offered by the Prague Concor­ 
dia for the best essay on “ Wagner's Be- 
deutung fur die Nationale Kunst” has been 
adjudged to Ludwig Nohl, of Heidelberg, 
the biographer of Mozart and editor of Bee­ 
thoven’s letters. 
The Washington Art Club has elected as 
officers for the year W. W. Corcoran, donor 
of the Corcoran Hall, for President, J. M. 
March for Secretary, and Andrews, Kauff­ 
man, Miller and Weyl, and Mrs. Hoxie for 
Executive Committee. 
Kossini one day received a visit from an 
unknown person, who said to him : " I am 
the author of the Funeral March of Mey­ 
erbeer.” 
" I should have preferred to 
have Meyerbeer make your funeral march,” 
replied Kossini.—1 Exchange. 
E. J. Miles, of dramatic festival fame, 
will have a negro jubilee in Cincinnati next 
March. 
He will unite all the larger bands 
of 
minstrels. 
Thatcher, Primrose and 
West's, Barlow and Wilson’s, Callender’s, 
the Mastodons, and two or three others, 
all together in one great mass. 
There will be a second exhibition of art­ 
ists' sketches and studies at the American 
GallerieB next October under the auspices 
of the Amerioan Art Association. 
From 
one to three examples of medium size will 
be accepted from each artist, the frames to 
be of narrow oak molding, cot gold. 
Dutuit, of Roneo, a celebrated collector 
of due prints, has just paid $37,750 for a 
proof of Rembrandt’s portrait of Petrus 
van Tol. 
Sold before for $8,000, this print 
was started at the recent sale at $12,500, 
and before M. Dutuit oould secare it it 
rose to the unprecedented figure reported. 
Manager Ambsrg of the Thalia Theater 
has beeu in Berlin lately and secured Mil- 
loecker’s " Beggar Student,” which is to be 
his first novelty next season. 
Geistinger 
will return, but otherwise Mr. Amberg will 
avoid stars and endeavor to secure a per­ 
fect ensemble. 
With this view he has se­ 
cured several members of the former Ger­ 
mania Theater. 
While the great operatic war is raging as 
to who shall produce “ Lucia” and “ Tro- 
vatore” in the “ grandest style” in New York 
next season, it is. tantalizing to read that 
the Parisians have during the last three 
mouths heard twenty-five performances of 
Saint-Saen’8 new opera, “ Henri V III.,” 
and paid 425,000 francs, or 17,000 franca 
per night, for the privilege of hearing it. 
Concerning the exhibition of the Society 
of American Artists now being shown in 
Boston at the museum, the Journal of that 
city Bays that on the whole it is the most 
interesting and satisfactory gathering of 
pictures by American painters that has yet 
been brought together. 
“ There is more 
sincerity and thoughtfulness and less ex­ 
periment and vagary in the collection than 
in any of its predecessors.” The general 
tone is high. 
Elelka Borry, the Hungarian actress who 
had just come to America from the Impe­ 
rial Theater, St. Petersburg, is very tall, 
slender and graceful, with a feminine gen­ 
tleness and charm incompatible with the 
idea of a trained athlete. And yet to swim 
six or eight miles is with her a pastime. 
She walks at least ten-miles a day, swings 
clubs, plays with fiftv-pound dumb-bells 
and fences and boxes with skill and effect. 


Tbis combination of steel muscles and vel* 
vet skin obtained for her in Europe the so­ 
briquet of “ La Pefíte Tigre S9e.” 
One of Barne-Jonea’s pictnres at the 
Grosvenor is called “ The Hours” and 
shows six maidens in diaphanona robes of 
mauy hues. 
The firat wakes, the second 
bathes, the third works, the fourth eats, 
the tifrh plays, the sixth Bleeps. 
They are 
all in a row. 
Number one is in gray-blue, 
number two in golden brown, three in 
brick red and dull green, four in brighter 
green, five in red and powdery blue, and 
number six in blue verging on purple. The 
colors are said to be very harmonious and 
the drawing equal to Mr. Jones’B best. 
The faces belong to one type. 
“ A certain worthy singing master of our 
acquaintance,” says the London Musieal 
Review, “ used always to come ou the plat­ 
form with every pupil of his and stand be­ 
hind her while she sang, counting the time 
for her and telling her when to take breath. 
Then at the end cf the song he used to bow 
to the audience. 
This was looked upon aB 
consummate bad taste on his part, though 
the good old man was only anxious that his 
pupils should do him credit. 
But if^is 
really no worse thaD the antics of J alien, 
who used to fall back in a state of exhaus­ 
tion after conducting a symphony, and have 
minions bring him coffee and fan him; and 
no worse than the still more absurd behavior 
of certain contemporary conductors who 
attempt to assume the credit due to their 
hard-working orchestra. ” 
In the August Century, G. W, Prothcro, 
says, apropos of the paintings of “ Mr. 
Watts at the Grosvenor Gallery” ; The 
fashion of the age prescribes for art bounds 
which it cannot pa-3 without forfeiting its 
universality. 
It is no longer the business 
of art to teach but to amuse ; and if Or­ 
cagna or Michael ADgelo were to live and 
paint again, it is doubtful whether he 
would not die in penury. 
We admire 
these masters of old days, because our in­ 
structors have dinned their greatness into 
our ears till we are fain to believe ; bnt if 
the statue of Moses were to appear for the 
first time in next year's Academy, we 
should be told that his horns were ridicu­ 
lous, and his beard half a yard too long. 
And so it is with Mr. Watts. 
Those who 
wish to be amused gnaway unsatisfied, and 
laugh at the power they cannot feel. 
Salmi Morse, tccordicg to the Brooklyn 
Eayle, said the other day : “My new com­ 
edy, ‘ Bustle Among the Petticoats,’ is to 
give a superb idea of men and matters dur­ 
ing the reign of Louis XIV. 
It is a play 
without a villain, and there is no sugges­ 
tion of crime upon the stage. In tho plays 
of to-day wives are taught to deceive their 
husbands and husbands are taught to de­ 
ceive their wives. 
Is this right? No. 
What is it? 
It is wrong.” Having com­ 
pleted this brilliant summary of the mod­ 
ern drama, Mr. Morse remarked that the 
plot of his new play dealt with the love of 
a poor young man for the daughter of a 
marquis. 
The reason the couple were not 
married in the first act was beosuse the 
man was below his love in station. 
The 
five acts that followed were devoted to ele­ 
vating the yonng man to the social position 
of his sweetheart. Then they get married. 
At this point the audience goes home, if 
any of it is left in the house. 
In reference to Handel’s well-known 
habit cf appropriating the ideas of other 
composers, the London Times remarks : It 
is very well for the advocates of Handel to 
assert that his Bystem of wholesale robbery 
was countenanced by the manners of the 
time, that in those days melodies were a 
kind of common property at the disposal 
of every composer who chose to treat them, 
and that on the manner of that treatment 
alone individual claims to possession and 
commensurate praise depended. Supposing 
that this had been the case, it would by no 
means jnatify the annexation of entire 
movements slightly disguised and “ adapt­ 
ed” in the eyes of musicians of the laBt 
century any more than those in our own 
time. 
This is amply proved by the case of 
poor Bonoueini, Handel’s rival, who was 
virtually compelled to leave England be­ 
cause it was discovered that he had pilfered 
and submitted to the Academy of Music as 
his own a little madrigal by Lotti, cer­ 
tainly not superior to many he had previ­ 
ously written himself. The reason why the 
small thief Bononcini should have been 
punished for doing once what the big thief 
Handel was in the habit of doing can be ex­ 
plained only from the differences of size. 
“ Quod licet Jovi non licet bovi,” says the 
homely mediaeval proverb. 
One of those things happened at the Na­ 
tional Theater the other night which most 
papers are too dignified to mention, but 
which everybody likes to talk about. 
It 
was during the last act of “ Mother and 
Son,” and Janauschek, with one other per­ 
son, was holding the stage. 
It was a situ­ 
ation of some suspense, and the house was 
perfectly still. 
There was a pause, too, in 
the dialogue, so that on the stage also there 
happened to be complete stillness. 
Just at 
that moment a man iu the parquette blew 
his noBe. 
It was not a violent, savage 
blast, but a long, sonorous, luxurious blow, 
such as the horns that marched around 
Jeriobo might have given on the seventh 
round, iu the serene confidence that the 
walls would come down promptly. 
The 
effect was irresistibly ludicrous. The au­ 
dience, iu their respect for the actorB and 
their interest in the play, struggled bravely 
to preserve a good demeanor, but it wa3 
no use. A wave of half-suppressed laughter 
ran over the house, and many who suc­ 
ceeded in keeping silence fairly shook. On 
the stage the situation was still worse. 
Even Janauschek’s tragic gravity was dis­ 
turbed. 
Her face twitched again and again 
in the effort to control herself, and she was 
glad to use the handkerchief she had in her 
hand to cover her confusion. 
For a mo­ 
ment it looked as if an emotional scene 
would be dissolved in a broad laugh, but 
the actors struggled on with the dialogue, 
and, after a few minutes, the play resumed 
its hold on the audience. 
For the man, or 
rather the nose, it was a successful debut.

A p a c b c D e p r e d a tio n s In S o n o r a . 
T u c s o n , July 27th.—Following is a sum­ 
mary of the Apache doings in Sonora, as 
gathered from El Fronterizo: A correspond­ 
ent from Bavispe, under date of July 11th, 
says: Day after day we hear of Apache dep­ 
redations in this neighborhood. W ithin the 
short period of a few days 150 cattle have 
been Btolen. By to-daj’s mail we have newB 
of their killing seven men on the 6th and 7oh 
instants. A letter from Fronteras says, un­ 
der date of July 12:h : “ Our troubles seem 
to have no end in this unfortunate country. 
The savages will 1st us alone for abont a 
month or so, while they go on murderous 
expeditions to Chihuahua. This week they 
attacked a party, killing three persons. At 
the same time they attacked another party 
near Las Charcos, killing two men. A squad 
of infantry returned yesterday. They did 
not 
succeed 
in 
overtaking 
three 
In ­ 
dians, well mounted, who were coming 
directly from Arizona towards the Sierra 
Madres. These same soldiers saw the tracks 
of a large herd of cattle that the Indians 
stole and were taking to the Sierra Madres," 
A letter from Montezuma, dated July 15:b, 
Bays: “ Apache depredations were reported 
here frequently last week. Seven men were 
killed near Tehacbi, and the Indians also stole 
a large lot of cattle. 
It is learned from re­ 
liable authority that these Indians are from 
Arizona. It is time that the American Gov­ 
ernment should stop these Indians from mak­ 
ing more invasions to our Territory, and it is 
hoped that the press and persons of influence 
will intercede in our behalf.’’ A letter from 
Oposwia, dated July 15th, says the Indians 
who promised to go to General Crook have 
not done so, but continue depredating. On 
the 7th instant they killed two men who were 
going to Tshachi with a cargo of wheat. A 
little further on, near Baduc, they killed 
three more, and farther ahead, on the road to 
Grandos, they killed two more. 
D r n n k e n M e x ic a n R n n O v e r a n d K ille d . 
Tccson, July 27th.—On the night of the 
22 1 four Mexicans, in the employ of Mr. 
Nonsn, contractor on the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, engaged in digging a ditch west of 
Mariposa, went to town and got drunk. On 
their way back to camp one of the men, 
Polocopo Labrine, as reported by the others, 
being very drunk, refused to go further, and 
laid down on the track. 
His two companions 
were on, while Jose Arveso remained. Both 
fell asleep. 
Arveso was awakened by an ap­ 
proaching train, he says, and bad just time 
to get off the track to save himself: but the 
other man was not wakened, the train passing 
over his body, killing him instantly.
